Borough  of  Oldbury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  activities  carried  out  by  the  Council  for  the  year  1947. 

My  predecessor,  Dr.  R.  G.  Smithson,  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  work  under  review,  my  own  share  being  limited  to  the  latter 
part  of  the  year. 

The  vital  statistics  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory  though  they 
cannot  be  made  the  basis  for  any  very  reliable  conclusions  when 
taken  over  a  period  of  a  single  year.  A  new  table  has  been  incor¬ 
porated  in  the  report  (Table  V)  showing  the  trend  of  vital  statistics 
for  Oldbury  as  compared  with  those  for  England  and  Wales  since 
the  year  1891,  the  most  striking  of  which  is  the  marked  fall  in  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  over  this  period. 

With  the  exception  of  Infantile  Paralysis  our  cases  of  Infec¬ 
tious  Disease  were  less  numerous  than  in  the  previous  year.  An 
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outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  a  neighbouring  Borough  caused  us  much 
concern  but  no  actual  cases  occurred,  though  there  were  two  sus¬ 
pected  ones.  Infantile  Paralysis  included  Oldbury  in  its  nation¬ 
wide  spread  and  a  total  of  eleven  cases  were  confirmed,  the  major¬ 
ity  of  which  have  since  made  a  satisfactory  recovery. 

Owing  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  this  will  be  the  last  Annual 
Health  Report  to  the  Oldbury  Borough  Council  while  they  are  the 
Health  Authority  for  this  area,  and  it  is  hoped  the  Borough 
will  not  lose  its  individualism  and  that  local  influence  will  play  a 
prominent  part  in  the  future  central  administration  by  the  County 
Council. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Members  of  the  Council,  particularly  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee,  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  to  the 
Medical,  Dental  and  Clerical  Staffs  of  the  Health  Department,  and 
to  the  Officers  of  the  various  other  Departments  for  their  support 
and  co-operation,  and  also  to  welcome  to  the  Medical  Staff  Drs.  C. 
D.  Rosenwald  and  P.  E.  Freeman  as  Deputy  and  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  respectively.

POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  that  52,510  persons  were 
resident  in  the  Oldbury  area  at  Midsummer,  1947.  The  “  natural 
increase  of  population,”  that  is  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  during 
the  year  was  548, 


DEATHS. 

In  1947,  318  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Oldbury  area.  6 
of  these  deaths  were  of  persons  not  normally  resident  in  the  district, 
and  189  Oldbury  residents  died  outside  the  district.  The  aggregate 
number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  501,  representing  a  death  rate 
of  9.54  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population.  The  correspond¬ 
ing  figures  for  1946  were  496  total  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  9.55. 

Of  the  501  deaths,  38  were  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
representing  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  36.22  per  thousand  live 
births.  In  1946  there  were  36  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  and 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  35.89  per  thousand  live  births.

The  Cancer  death  rate  has  shown  a  disturbing  increase  in  the 
Borough  even  allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  proportion  of  elderly 
people  in  the  population  is  now  greater  than  before  and  also  that 
improved  methods  of  diagnosis  account  in  part  for  the  increase. 
Preventive  methods  are  very  limited  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
cause  of  the  disease  still  eludes  us.  The  value  of  early  diagnosis 
and  treatment  is  of  paramount  importance  and  cannot  be  over 
emphasised.  This  can  only  be  possible  where  the  patient  seeks 
early  medical  advice. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Four  of  the  thirty -one  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  non- 
pulmonary  cases.  The  following  table  shows  the  sex  and  age  groups 
in  which  the  27  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred 
during  1947.  For  comparison  the  table  includes  the  corresponding 
figures  since  1936: —

It  is  very  pleasing  to  record  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Tuberculosis.  Here  again  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  is  of 
major  importance  as  the  earlier  a  case  is  diagnosed  the  brighter  the 
outlook  for  the  patient.  Despite  the  general  downward  trend  of 
the  death  rate  in  Tuberculosis,  the  proportion  of  cases  diagnosed  in 
their  early  stage  is  still  unsatisfactory.  One  of  the  major  difficulties 
is  that  the  majority  of  people  do  not  become  aware  of  ill-health 
until  the  disease  is  fairly  advanced  and  a  programme  such  as  mass 
miniature  radiography  should  be  encouraged  and  developed  as 
much  as  possible  in  order  that  early  cases  may  be  rapidly 
detected.  The  symptomless  but  nevertheless  infected  person  is  one 
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of  the  major  problems  of  this  disease.  Popular  education  stressing 
the  dangers  of  Tuberculosis,  the  necessary  measures  for  its  preven¬ 
tion  and  control,  with  special  stress  laid  on  the  exposure  of  children 
to  infection,  should  be  encouraged  and  the  degree  of  success  of  such 
a  programme  is  dependent  on  the  number  of  people  who  seek  early 
diagnosis  on  their  own  initiative.  Facilities  for  the  hospital 
isolation  of  advanced  cases  and  Sanatorium  treatment  for  early 
cases  are  very  desirable  but  unfortunately  the  shortage  of  beds,  due 
largely  to  lack  of  Nursing  and  Domestic  personnel,  are  major  ob¬ 
stacles  to  be  overcome. 

Better  standards  of  personal  hygiene  do  much  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease  especially  the  elimination  of  expectoration  in 
the  home  and  public  places  and  an  improvement  in  housing  condi¬ 
tions,  particularly  the  elimination  of  overcrowding,  bad  lighting  and 
unsatisfactory  ventilation  which  materially  reduce  the  opportunities 
for  personal  contact  with  the  germ  of  the  infection. 

BOROUGH  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  4,301  ordinary  cases,  381  accident  cases  and 
98  maternity  cases  were  transported.  The  total  mileage  covered 
was  31,082. 

The  increased  number  of  routine  cases  carried  is  almost  entirely 
due  to  the  fact  that  fracture  cases  are  now  treated  to  a  greater  ex¬ 
tent  as  out-patients,  originally  introduced  to  meet  the  shortage  of 
beds.

Housing. 

Increased  housing  accommodation  is  still  an  urgent  necessity 
in  the  Borough.  Re-housing  of  tuberculosis  cases  continues  to 
have  top  priority  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  an  appreciable 
number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  were  given  favourable  consider¬ 
ation  during  the  year. 

Overcrowding  adversely  affects  the  health  of  the  people  con¬ 
cerned  and  the  importance  of  adequate  air  space  and  ventilation  is 
worth  stressing  as  they  are  very  effective  weapons  in  the  control  of 
infection.  The  Health  Department  welcomes  still  further  consid¬ 
eration  for  genuine  cases  of  overcrowding  as  indeed  it  is  a  serious 
health  problem. 

The  Housing  Manager  informs  me  that  he  received  477  new 
applications  during  the  year  divisible  into  the  following  groups.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

In  spite  of  continued  attention  being  paid  to  this  problem  there 
is  no  marked  improvement  to  record.  The  public  should  be  edu¬ 
cated  to  become  more  smoke  conscious  and  not  accept  the  grime 
and  gloom  of  an  industrial  area  as  a  necessary  evil.  The  lethargy 
of  the  war  years,  when  as  much  smoke  as  possible  was  encouraged 
to  mislead  the  German  Air  Force,  must  be  counteracted.  Improved 
domestic  appliances  are  advocated,  also  alternative  methods  of 
heating,  training  of  Stokers  for  factories  and  an  improvement  in 
the  supply  of  smokeless  fuel. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. 

Table  IV  summarising  the  work  Immunisation  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

The  figures  for  this  disease  are,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  but 
we  w'ould  like  to  see  a  much  higher  percentage  of  immunised  child¬ 
ren  in  the  under  5  year  age  group.  Infants  have  a  natural  immunity 
acquired  from  the  mother  which  rapidly  disappears  at  the  age  of 
9-12  months  and  immunisation  is  then  strongly  advocated.  Par¬ 
ents  who  neglect  this  procedure  are  wilfully  exposing  their  children 
to  an  unnecessary  risk  of  infection  and  if  an  unimmunised  child 
subsequently  develops  Diphtheria  the  responsibility  rests  largely 
with  the  parents.  Let  us  hope  that  the  new  immunisation  scheme 
envisaged  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  whereby 
children  may  be  immunised  free  of  charge  by  their  own  Doctors  as 
well  as  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  will  arouse  the  apathetic  par¬ 
ents  and  give  them  less  excuse  for  wilfully  exposing  their  children 
to  a  preventable  disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  1947  was 
11,  9  were  removed  to  Hospital  and  1  died.  These  figures  com¬ 
pare  with  39  notified  cases  and  4  deaths  in  1946  and  compare  very 
favourably  with  the  figures  for  previous  years. 
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During  the  year  575,000  units  of  Diphtheria  antitoxin  were 
supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners  as  compared  with  420,000  units 
in  1946. 

In  all  918  children  were  immunised  in  1947,  536  were  under 
five  years  of  age  and  382  were  between  5  and  15  years  of  age.  The 
percentage  of  the  estimated  child  population  immunised  at  31st 
December,  1947,  is  41.54  under  5  years,  and  88.28  between  5  and 
15  years. 

The  total  number  of  Schick  test  performed  was  89;  74  under 
5  years  and  15  between  5  and  15  years  of  age. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

1 15  cases  were  notified  compared  with  118  in  1946.  The  disease 
in  the  main  was  mild  in  character  and  of  relatively  little  signifi¬ 
cance.  Only  complicated  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  n  in 
1947,  compared  with  13  in  1946. 

Pneumonia. 

62  cases  notified,  13  cases  removed  to  hospital  and  26  deaths 
reported  during  the  year. 

Influenza. 

Three  deaths  in  1947  compared  with  7  in  1946. 

Erysipelas. 

11  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  5 
during  1946. 

Measles. 

The  total  number  of  cases,  i.e.,  780,  have  been  more  than 
double  those  of  the  previous  year  and  three  deaths  occurred.  In 
spite  of  health  education  the  public  still  fail  to  realise  that  Measles 
in  a  dangerous  disease  especially  when  the  child  is  under  five  years 
of  age.  During  an  epidemic,  parents  could  reduce  the  risk  of  in¬ 
fection  by  prohibiting  their  children  going  to  crowded  places  such 
as  cinemas,  keeping  up  the  child’s  resistance  by  regular  sleep, 
regular  meals  and  warm  clothing.  The  longer  a  child  escapes 
Measles  the  less  the  danger  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep 
other  children  away  from  the  infected  child. 

Whooping  Cough. 

60  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  and  there  were  no 
deaths.  This  is  a  welcome  reduction  of  over  50  per  cent,  on  the 
previous  year’s  figures. 
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Cerebro-spinal  Fever. 

One  case  was  notified,  and  taken  to  hospital,  and  recovered 
without  sequelae. 

Infantile  Diarrhoea. 

Four  deaths  were  recorded  from  this  disease  during  1947.

Infantile  Paralysis. 

This  disease  assumed  epidemic  proportions  throughout  the 
country  during  the  year  and  we  may  regard  ourselves  as  fortunate 
that  of  the  11  confirmed  cases  all  made  a  satisfactory  recovery  with 
the  exception  of  2  children  who  are  still  attending  Hospital  with 
mild  complications. 

Though  the  cause  of  this  disease  has  been  known  for  some 
time  the  nature  of  its  spread  still  remains  a  mystery.  No  direct 
contact  case  occurred  in  the  Borough,  which  is  not  an  unusual  find¬ 
ing  in  this  disease,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  several  young  children 
m  some  of  the  households  in  question  were  exposed  to  infection. 
The  cases  occurring  in  the  Borough  were  all  isolated  ones  and  no 
common  factor  could  be  found  for  their  causation. 


Small  Pox. 

In  concurrence  with  other  authorities  the  department  was 
called  upon  to  undertake  surveillance  of  persons  returning  from 
Small  Pox  areas.  Two  people  were  under  surveillance  for  16  days 
each,  but  no  cases  of  the  disease  developed  here. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  case  of  small  pox 
occurred  in  the  Borough  as  a  result  of  the  outbreak  in  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  area.

The  Barlow  Maternity  Home. 

Little  progress  has  since  occurred  in  establishing  this  Home 
and  with  the  taking  over  of  hospitals  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  project  has 
unfortunately  had  a  further  set-back.

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia. 

This  service  was  made  available  to  all  expectant  mothers  from 
May  and  the  response  has  been  extremely  disappointing  as  only 
16  cases  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  up  to  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Home  Helps. 

One  part-time  home  help  was  available  and  only  one  case  was 
undertaken.  In  this  area  women  are  more  attracted  to  industrial 
work  and  the  difficulties  encountered  in  finding  personnel  for  this 
scheme,  at  the  present  time,  appear  insurmountable. 

Work  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

During  the  year  13,097  visits  were  made  to  homes  in  the 
district  and  569  sessions  were  taken  up  by  attendance  at  Ante-Natal 
and  Infant  Welfare  Centres.

Two  sessions  per  week 
were  held  at  Langley  and  Warley,  and  one  session  per  week  at 
Oldbury. 

81 1  babies  under  the  age  of  1  year  attended  the  Centres  for  the 
first  time.  This  represents  77.3%  of  the  registered  live  births.  124 
children  between  the  age  of  1  and  5  years  attended  the  Centres  for 
the  first  time  during  the  year.

From  September  routine  blood  samples  for  the  investigation  of 
the  Rhesus  Factor  were  taken  at  the  Ante  Natal  Clinics,  but  it  is 
regretable  that  we  were  unable  to  make  provision  for  routine 
wasserman  examinations.  It  is  hoped  to  institute  these  tests  during 
the  coming  year. 

Post-Natal  Clinics. 

No  separate  Post-Natal  Clinics  have  been  arranged  in  the 
Borough  but  9  post-natal  cases  made  13  attendances  at  the  ante¬ 
natal  clinics  during  the  year.  It  is  proposed  to  commence  separate 
post-natal  clinics  in  the  coming  year. 

Milk  Assistance  Scheme. 

There  is  a  scheme  in  operation  whereby  free  milk  is  supplied 
to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  infants  up  to  five  years  of 
age  who  attend  the  Ante-Natal  and  Welfare  Clinics  and  for  whom 
a  supply  of  milk  is  recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer.  No 
applications  were  received  during  the  year. 

Dried  milk  and  other  foods  were  sold  at  the  three  Welfare 
Centres  to  the  value  of  £2,199  18s.  8d.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report 
on  Sanitary  circumstances  in  the  Borough  for  the  year  1947. 

Housing. 

Housing  inspections  during  the  year  numbered  1,069  mostly 
arising  from  complaints  received  from  tenants.  Action  was  prin¬ 
cipally  confined  to  the  Public  Health  Act  and,  as  will  be  seen  in 
Table  VII,  defects  in  466  houses  were  remedied. 

Numerous  cases  of  overcrowding  were  investigated  and  re¬ 
ported  upon  and  a  few  of  the  worst  cases  were  relieved  by  re¬ 
housing  in  new  dwellings. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  three  houses  which 
had  become  dilapidated  and  dangerous  and  the  tenants  of  these 
houses  were  re-housed  by  the  Corporation. 

There  are  numerous  unfit  houses  in  the  Borough  which  were 
included  in  Clearance  Areas  in  1939  which  have  deteriorated  still 
further  and  are  so  far  dilapidated  as  to  be  unlit  for  further  occu¬ 
pation.  These  will  be  represented  for  demolition  as  and  when 
re-housing  becomes  available. 

The  licensing  of  building  work  increased  considerably  during 
the  year,  301  Building  Licences  being  issued  together  with  607 
Essential  Materials  Certificates.  These  figures  exclude  owner- 
occupied  houses,  licences  for  which  are  granted  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor. 


Sanitary  Accommodation. 

There  are  10  houses  in  the  Borough  which  are  served  with  pail 
closets.  In  each  instance  the  premises  are  inaccessible  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  sewer.  All  other  houses  are  served  by  fresh  water  closets. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  continue  to 
supply  water  from  their  mains  to  each  house  in  the  district.  The 
number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Borough  Analyst  during  the 
year  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  was  14  and  the 
reports  of  analysis  were  satisfactory. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Contamination  from  manufacturing  establishments  is  still  in 
evidence  and  the  Inspector  of  the  Tame  and  Rea  Rivers  Pollution 
Authority  is  acquainted  with  the  position. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  only  10  houses  which  are  not  connected  to  the 
sewers,  all  by  reason  of  inaccessibility. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Supplies. 

During  the  year  490  visits  were  made  to  Food  premises  (see 
Table  III).  The  amount  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  over  tons,  a  fair  proportion  of  which  was 
diverted,  through  the  Salvage  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  for 
animal  feeding. 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  this  work  by  qualified  Meat 
and  Foods  Inspectors. 

The  meat  supply  continues  to  be  distributed  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  controlled  slaughter-house  at  Tipton  and  there  is  no  slaughter¬ 
house  in  use  in  the  Borough. 

A  general  good  standard  of  meat  and  other  staple  articles  of 
food  has  been  maintained,  very  few  complaints  having  been 
received. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

The  number  of  samples  of  food  and  drugs  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  was  149,  and  only  5  were  certified  by  the  Analyst  as  be¬ 
ing  below  standard.  In  addition  59  samples  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  or  biological  tests,  all  of  which  were  certified  satis¬ 
factory. 

One  prosecution  for  adulterated  milk  was  successful,  the 
vendor  being  fined  £5  plus  costs. 

Factories. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  give  much  attention  to  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  sanitary  conveniences  at  our  Factories.  Ftowever,  defects 
were  found  in  seven  instances,  five  of  which  were  remedied  during 
the  year. 
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Public  Cleansing. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse. 

From  Table  I  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  cost  of  this  service  for 
the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1947,  was  £9,626,  equivalent 
to  £186  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  £681  per  1,000  houses. 
The  cost  per  resident  per  annum,  viz.  3s.  3d.  is  a  satisfactory  low 
figure. 

Salvage  of  1,103  tons  of  valuable  raw  materials  is  again  satis¬ 
factory  and  the  figures  for  waste  paper  and  kitchen  waste,  vital  to 
our  economic  recovery,  are  gratifying.  The  331  tons  of  waste 
paper  are  only  8  tons  short  of  the  total  for  1946  whilst  sterilized 
waste  food  at  629  tons  exceeds  the  1946  collection  by  74  tons. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  manner  in  which  the  residents 
in  general,  and  the  school  children  in  particular,  have  contributed 
to  this  further  effort  in  the  National  interest. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Nuisances  from  smoke,  grit,  dust  and  offensive  odours  con¬ 
tinue  to  arise  from  several  factories.  Offending  boiler  plants  are 
gradually  being  reduced  by  the  installation  of  modern  mechanical 
stokers,  but  furnaces  at  a  few  iron  and  steel  works  and  certain  brick 
burning  kilns  frequently  contravene  the  Byelaws,  whilst  dust 
nuisance  from  stone  quarrying,  although  somewhat  abated  by  im¬ 
proved  methods,  has  not  yet  been  satisfactorily  overcome,  but  I 
am  hopeful  that  in  the  very  near  future,  with  the  installation  of 
machinery  requisitioned,  this  source  of  pollution  will  be  remedied. 

Offensive  odours  and  gases  from  chemical  and  alkali  works  are 
less  evident  than  previously  thanks  to  the  assistance  given  by  the 
Alkali  Works  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  manufacturers. 

The  attention  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  to  other 
branches  of  our  work  has  prevented  us  from  concentrating  as  much 
time  as  we  should  otherwise  have  done  to  this  subject. 

The  Ministry  Gf  Fuel  Engineer  (Mr.  Horne)  has  placed  him¬ 
self  at  our  service  in  helping  to  solve  a  few  difficult  problems  and  I 
thank  him  for  his  help  and  advice. 


Verminous  Houses. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfested  for  bugs  and  other  vermin 
was  70,  a  considerable  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Liquid 
with  a  kerosene  base  containing  5%  of  D.D.T.  is  used  and  is  very 
effective.

A  reference  to  Table  VII  will  reveal  the  extent  of  this  work. 
The  poisons  used  are  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
and  I  am  able  to  report  that,  as  far  as  is  known,  no  damage  was 
done  to  private  property,  neither  was  there  any  instance  reported 
of  domestic  animals  being  affected,  which  is  most  gratifying. 

Other  multifarious  items  concerning  the  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  are  referred  to  in  the  accompanying  Tables. 

Staff. 

I  desire  to  place  on  record  the  retirement  during  the  year  of 
Mr.  A.  Rowley,  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  after  twenty 
years  service  during  which  time  he  devoted  himself  whole-heartedly 
to  his  work.  His  intimate  knowledge,  ability  and  zeal  in  matters 
associated  with  housing,  drainage  and  food  inspection  will  long  be 
remembered  by  those  whose  privilege  it  has  been  to  work  with  him. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  record  that  during  the  year  Messrs.  F. 
Keene  and  D.  Partridge  returned  to  duty  after  several  years  of 
service  in  H.M.  Forces. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  whole  of  the  Staff  for  their  loyalty 
and  devotion  to  duty  during  the  year. 

To  the  Town  Clerk,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  other  Chief 
Officers  I  am  again  indebted  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation 
and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  I 
tender  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  administrative  support  through¬ 
out  the  year.
